Characteristics  of  Manufacturing  and  Services  Workers 
Who  Live  in  Boston 

Are  Boston's  resident  manufacturing  workers  different 
from  resident  workers  in  services  or  from  all  resident 
workers?   Tabulation  of  recent  data  indicate  that  there  may 
be  a  few  differences.   However,  analysis  of  the  results  is 
not  yet  complete. 

The  data  are  from  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority 
and  Neighborhood  Development  and  Employment  Agency  Household 
Survey,  conducted  by  the  Center  for  Survey  Research  in  the 
spring  of  1985.   The  survey  included  a  sample  from  each 
neighborhood  of  Boston,  and  questions  were  similar  to  those 
in  the  U.S.  Census  of  1980. 

For  Tables  1-9,  subgroups  were  selected  from  the  full 
sample.   In  each  table,  the  first  column  represents  Boston 
residents,  16  years  and  older,  who  work  in  manufacturing. 
The  second  column  represents  residents  who  work  in  services 
industries,  and  the  third  includes  all  working  residents. 

For  each  subgroup,  the  tables  show  place  of  residence, 
place  of  work,  occupations,  journey  to  work,  age,  race  and 
ethnic  origin,  sex,  education,  and  English  language 
proficiency. 

A  few  preliminary  observations  follow:   Manufacturing 
workers  appear  to  be  somewhat  older  than  other  working 
residents.   Only  20  percent  of  the  resident  manufacturing 
workers  were  under  age  25,  compared  to  27  percent  of  the 
services  workers  and  29  percent  of  all  workers.   See  Table 
5. 

While  working  residents  in  all  industries  were  about 
evenly  split  between  male  and  female,  63  percent  of  the 
manufacturing  workers  were  male  and  56  percent  of  the 
services  workers  were  female.   See  Table  7. 

Manufacturing  workers  had  lower  educational  attainment 
than  resident  workers  in  services  and  in  all  industries. 
One-fourth  of  the  manufacturing  workers  had  less  than  a  high 
school  education,  compared  to  11  percent  among  services 
workers  and  14  percent  among  all  workers.   Notably,  62 
percent  of  the  services  workers  had  at  least  one  year  of 
college,  but  only  40  percent  of  the  manufacturing  workers 
had  a  comparable  educational  attainment.   See  Table  8.
